N the question of basic 
principles there hax not 
been, nor Is there, Anglo- 
Ameriean differences, But 
there have been diver- 
gencles over policles in- 
tended to make effective 
those principles and these 
have given rise to mis- 
understandings and a cer- 
tuin amount of disunity. 
The Bermuda meeting pro- 
mises integration and con. 
solidation of policies and a 
consequent new solidarity 
of viewpoint.
